LONDON — W)— Staggering blows 


to Axis efforts lo keep an open Med- 
iterranean supply line to North Africn 
was claimed by the British Monday 
us they rejoiced over an admiralty 
announcement that 2 Axis convoys o 
10 ships and one Italian guardian de 
stroycr were destroyed Sunday. 


King George, himself, rewarded th 


commander of that action, undcrscor 
ing what the admiralty called a "bril 
liant and determined action" by fou 
British ships which rushed in to at 
tack in the face of more and heav 
ier Italian ships, finished the job an 
reached port without a scartch. 


In one respect the Italian exceeded 


the British claim by acknowledging 
that two of their destroyers 
were 


sunk and another damaged. They de- 
clared that the number of merchant- 
men sunk was 7 and asserted that in 
an air attack a British cruiser and 
destroyer was struck by air launch- 
ed torpedoes. 


What otherwise would be a day of 


jubilance for sea-dogs was marred by 
an admiralty announcement that the 
Cossack, perhaps Britain's best know 
destroyer, had been lost. The two 
events were apparently unrelated.

Manufacturers of shoes, 
clothing, hats, furniture and every- 
thing else boost the selling prices of 
their goods because of the higher wag- 
es they 'nave lo pya. The farmer 
now finds every manufactured article 
he needs costs much more. His remedy 
is to demand price increases for his 
farm products. Then the wage earn- 
ers seek more wages to meet this and 
so things go spiruling ever upward 
until the worth of a dollar becomes

!ul" Prime Minister Churchill declar- 
ed Monday that "if the U. S. should 
become involved in a war with Ja- 
pan the British declaration would fol- 
low within the hour." 


"The war," he warned, "may soon 


spread to the remaining fourth of 
the globe." 


Speaking to a traditional Lord May- 


ors luncheon Churchill asserted that 
it "would be rather dangerous for 
Japan to provoke gratuitously a strug- 
gle with the U. S. in view, among 
other things, the importance of steel 
in modern war and the differencean 
the two nation's steel production." 


No Nazi Peace 
The Prime Minister declared that 
all the usual signs and symptoms 
Iready manifest that peace offens- 
ve may come from Berlin" but said, 
however long and hard the toil may 
be Britain,will, never enter into any 
negotiation'with Adolf Hitler nor any 
>Jazi regime." 


The Prime minister stated that the 
'British airforce is now at least equal 
in size and number, not to speak of 
quality, to the German airpower." 
He pointed this out in citing the im- 
provements in Britain's strength as 
compared to a year ago.

LITTLE ROCK 
— (IP)— 
Supreme 


Court upheld constitutionality of the 
941 delinquent personal property tax 
collection act Monday one of Gover- 
nor Homer M. Adkins' pet legislative 
proposals. 


In a 5-2 decision the court rcvers- 
d a holding of the Pulaski county 
court that the measure was designed 
to improve collections of personal 
property taxes was violative of the I 
constitution. The prevailing opinion! 
was written by Justice T. M. Me- 
Haffey and declared that "it is for 
the law makers to determine public 
policy of the state," adding that the 
"constitution not being granted but 
limitations of power the court should 
uphold the statute unless the expres- 
sion or necessarily implied limitation 
of the legislative power by the con- 
stitution. 


Alt presumed that the act is valid 


and will be upheld unless clearly 
prohibited by the constitution. 


"There is nothing in this act that 


violates any provision of the con- 
stitution," the opinion said.

Axis bombing of the battle- 
ships in the harbor, the rigidly en- 
forced blackout and the fact that 
Alcxnnd-iii, like (ill Egypt, is under 
maitial law have failed to curb the 
spending spree. 


More westernized than Cairo, Alex-
